crease should be granted. 
It was believed that the operators 
would be willing to renew the pres­ 
ent scale, and the opinion was general 
that the demand for a reduction wa- 
merely a bluff, but the conference de 
termined that nothing short ut an in 
crease would be satisfactory to tile or­ 
ganization and that a strike would bt: 
necessary to enforce it. 
Atter the conference some of the 
miners privately admitter! ihat the or­ 
ganization is not in a condition fin • u- 
cialiy to conduct a strike, and that one 
would be hopeless unless the majority 
of the members of the organization 
could be continued at work »o as to 
respond to assessments. 
The opinion was expressed, though 
that the operators in some ot the dis- 
tritts would grant the wage demanded 
and that this would enable the organi­ 
zation to carry on tile strike where the 
terms are not complied with.
